Washington, March 1.—Diego Men- 


doisa, a prominent politician and sup- 
porter of President Reyes, nas been 
appointed minister from Colombia to 
the United States 
He will reach 


Washington in a few weeks 
Presi- 


dent 
Reyes' 
action 
in 
appoint- 


ing the new minister is received here 
with satisfaction and as marking a full 
restoration of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Washington and Bogota. The 
last regularly accredited Colombian 
minister was Dr. Concha. It was un- 
derstood that Colombia refrained from 
sending a fully accredited! minister to 
Washington as a manifestation of dis- 
pleasure at the attitude of the United 
States in respect to the separation of 
Panama from the parent state. But 
the president maintained full diplo- 
matic relations on his aide by dis- 
patching Mr Russell as American mm- 
leter to Bogota, and losing no opportu- 
nity to let the Colombians understand 
the kindly feelings he *!herished to- 
ward them. Some time ago he was 
Impressed favorably with the justice 
of the plea by Colombia that Panama 
should assume some share of the na- 
tional debt contracted before the sep- 
aration ot the new state from Colom- 
bia, and he promised to use his good 
oflces to bring the two countries into 
friendly relations. Now ft is assumed 
that the coming to Washington of the 
aew minister narks the acceptance by 
f»resident Reyes of our good offices, 
and that his mission will pave the way 
for the negotiation of a treaty of amity 
between Colombia and. Panama that 
will provide for the adjustment not 
«nly of thts matter of indebtedness,

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nearly every Russian" position. All at- 
t. cks were beaten back, and the Rus- 
sians made counter-attacks at many 
places. On the right flank the Rus- 
sians occupied the village of Boatatszi, 
which is close to Baadlapu, aad from 
that position hurled head grenades 
across the intervening ravine into the 
Japanese tienches in Baadlapu, caus- 
ing heavy loss and great disorder. The 
Russians have seized the head of the 
bridge across the Shakhe river, IB the 
center of the Japanese lines, assisted 
by artillery firing of particular energy 
from Putitoff hill and Novgorod hill. 
Ten determined attacks opposite Tan- 
slntung and west of Vanupudzl were 
all repulsed with heavy loss. The sit- 
uation on the Russian left flank is un- 
changed as compared with Monday 
evening. 


The seizure of the railroad bridg 


across the Shakhe river was the occa 
sion of a sharp combat The Russian 
succeeded in surprising the Japanes 
bridge guards and, reinforced, beat off 
all attempts of the Japanese to regain 
possession of it 
The Japanese are 


using heavy siege artillery in the bom 
barclment of Putiloff hill and Novgo 
.rod hill, and this is believed to be pre 
liminary to an attempt to storm them 
The losses to the defending force ar 
insignificant. The roar of artillery 
firing is echoing unceasingly from the 
mountains to the eastward of the low 
flats of the Hun river valley, the scene 
of General Gripenberg's repulse. The 
fight appears to be developing in in 
tensity along the whole line.
